Secretary Klsli lias received (he reply of 


the Spanish Government to Lta note on 
slavery In 111* Islands of Cuba and Porto 
Rico. It is writtfiu In a very friendly spirit, 
dud gives Spanish assurances lliat the 
friendly rchliops between the two Govern- 
ments shall not be impaired. Ouoefl'octof 
Iho remonstrance of the United Stales un- 
doubtedly Is the Government proposition to 
abolish slavery In Porto liico. 
Another 


practical rosnlt Is that positive orders have 
been glveu for the restoration of one of the 
estates seized by the Cuban authorities. 
The party now In power In Spain believes 
itself strong enough to carry out the pledges 
made that slavery shall be abolished In 
Cuba, but insists t'jat there shall be a com- 
plete pacification on the islimd. 


SOilTIIEJiN COTTON STATISTICS 


Just received here estimate that fifty-six per 
cent, of the crop bas been lecelved to thla 
date, making the total crop 3,350,000 bales. 
It is thought at the South that the price will 
depend on receipts this month. 
Should 


they be }5.0,009 bales per week, as many ex- 
pect, them will bo no rise in the price; but 
if they should be 125,000 or less, a material 
advauce Is expected. Higher prices in the 
future are generally looked for at the South.

THE CDIiltESOr QUESTION. 


Senator Sherman docs not doubt the le- 


gality of the issue of currency by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury as has been reported 
although, he had his doubts until he exam- 
ined the laws bearing on the subject. Judge 
Kichardsou, at his request, has drafted a 
bill which fises tho maximum amount of 
currency in circulation at $370,000,000. As 
the laws now stand the maximum is $100,- 
000,000, and the minimum $S50,OCO,000.— 
The total amount iu circulation is lonly 
,bout $353,000,000.
